In many cases, the adm inistra­ 


tion of

only seems to lessen the seventy of 
the symptoms, bu t also helps in 
preventing infections of the middle 
ear, the sinu ses and the lu ngs. 
By all m eans the su lfonam ides or 
penicillin 
shou ld be u sed in most 
cases, u nder the doctor’s direction, 
when complications of a cold de­ 
velop, particu larly when they are 
du e to streptococci,

In seme instances it Is recom ­

fn the present instance a strike of a vital public service is too seri­ 
ous a weapon to use if contract violation is held by the union not to be 
the issue. 


Moreover, the union leaders have been represented as saying 
that "the transfer was made without proper regard for a seniority 
clause in their contract" and "work would be resumed immediately it 
Ohio Bell agreed to arbitrate the dispute." 


The foregoing are quotations from the Youngstown Vindicator of 
February 16. 


The company offered to arbitrate this issue after two days of 
fruitless discussions with the union directly and through the Concilia­ 
tion Commissioner. The company had hoped that through the discus­ 
sions a settlement might be reached. It had a similar hope previous­ 
ly when, in the midst of grievance proceedings with the union, a so- 
called "meeting" of all union members was called and telehone ser­ 
vice abandoned without regard to the public interest, without warning 
and without regard to federal law. 


Actually there was no good reason to strike, there was no viola­ 
tion of the contract and there is no other issue to arbitrate. Meanwhile 
the public is being denied service and employees are deprived need­ 
lessly of thousands of dollars in wages.
